‘Homeless’ man exposed as fraudster living in flat

A “homeless” man who 
begged outside HSBC in 
Surbiton for years has 
been exposed as a 
fraudster living in a 
flat on the Alpha 
Road estate. 

Christopher Turn¬ 
er, 51, who lives in a 
block in King 
Charles Road, 
conned generous 
passersby in the 
town centre with 
hand-drawn card¬ 
board signs and a 
bedraggled 
dog.

One typical sign, decorated with 
a Christian cross and a star of 
David, said: “Homeless. Please 
help me in this time of need. 
Thank you and God bless u all.” 

Turner, who was born on Christ¬ 
mas Eve in 1961, was convicted at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday after admitting fraud 
and begging - a criminal offence 
under the 1824 Vagrancy Act. 

When the Kingston Guardian vis¬ 
ited Turner at his first-floor flat, 
which was messy but had a 
wide-screen TV and Playstation 
games, he admitted it was not his 
first offence. 

He claimed his benefits had been 
stopped for some time, but had 
been sorted out since his arrest. 

He declined to comment further. 
Posters on local web forum 
surbiton.com have been warn¬ 
ing for years Turner was not gen¬ 
uinely homeless. 

As long as three years ago one 
person posted: “When he packs 
up at the end of each day and 
goes home he hides his fake lug¬ 
gage behind the estate agents 
near the bins and slides his 


homeless signs behind the green 
telecoms cabinet next to HSBC.” 

Another said six weeks ago: “He 
was having an argument with 
what appeared to be a girlfriend 
when he said ‘You can stop com¬ 
plaining, I am the one who has to 
go out to work all day’.” 

He was ordered to pay a total of 
£113 in fines and costs, which will 
be deducted from his benefits. 

Turner, who was arrested in Oc¬ 
tober, has several previous convic¬ 
tions for similar offences. 

He was convicted in September 
and December 2010 at Kingston 
Magistrates’ Court for begging in 
St James’ Road and Victoria Road, 
and in August 2011 at Wimbledon " 
for begging in Fife Road, Kingston. 

Sergeant Dave Williams, from 
Kingston police, said: “This man 
has a home. He receives housing 
and other financial assistance to 
support his living. 

“There are genuine homeless 
people sleeping rough in Kingston 
and the police work with Kingston 
Council and Kingston Churches 
Action on Homelessness to sup¬ 
port those in true need.”

“Monitoring and enforce¬ 
ment of banned traffic move¬ 
ments carried out initially by 
camera cars, and the council is 
considering installing fixed 
cameras in Tolworth 
Broadway.” 

Tolworth and Hook Rise 
Councillor Vicki Harris 
said: “Take a photo. Get a reg¬ 
istration plate - that’s what

we need. All these sorts of 
things that are being brought 
up at the moment clearly will 
be looked at.” 

Berrylands Councillor Karen 
George said: “They certainly 
need to put trees in, in keeping 
with the original design, or 
consider putting barriers up.” 


Consultant Adam Lotun, of 
Knollmead, said: “Drivers are 
going to do that when they 
have the opportunity. 

“To try and protect from that 
there should have been cam¬ 
eras installed.” 

Opposition lead member for 
sustainability Councillor 
Richard Hudson said: “I raised 
this with council officers about 
four or five weeks ago. I’m not 
sure what the answer is.” 

But he added that installing 
cameras would be like “going 
back to the days of the Stasi”. 

He said: “Cameras can cost 
thousands to put up and thou¬ 
sands to manage. 

“Where is the money going to 
come from?” 
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Word woes led to parking fines fiasco 


Kingston Council collected 
more than £8.7m in parking 
fines using wording now 
deemed unsuitable by parking 
adjudicators. 

The wording used on tickets 
was found not to comply with 
legislation at a hearing last 
week at the Parking and Traf¬ 
fic Appeals Service. 

Adjudicator Kevin Moore 
cancelled a penalty charge no¬ 
tice (PCN) handed out in April 
and said: “I am satisfied that 
the PCN is non-compliant in 


that it does not correctly state 
and follow regulations.” 

Mr Moore called the impre¬ 
cise wording on the ticket, 
defining the last day on which 
a half-price fine could be paid, 
a “procedural impropriety”. 

About 214,000 tickets issued 
between August 2008 and July 
this year used the phrase “be¬ 
fore the end of the period of 28 
days”, whereas parking regula¬ 
tions say “not later than the 
last day of the period of 28 
days”. 


The fines total was revealed 
by a freedom of information 
(Fol) request made by parking 
campaigner Albert Herbert. 

Mr Herbert said: “Why coun¬ 
cils cannot simply copy and 
paste from the legislation that 
is required to be contained 
within the text of the PCN is 
beyond comprehension. Clear¬ 
ly, this wording affects thou¬ 
sands of tickets issued since 
2008.” 

Kingston Council declined to 
comment.

‘Upset’ over 
college move 


Parents of disabled young¬ 
sters have been told their chil¬ 
dren’s New Malden college 
will have to move - after just a 
year at its new site. 

Orchard Hill College only 
opened its new centre in Bea- 
consfield Road in July this 
year, saving Kingston stu¬ 
dents a long journey to the 
college’s main centre in 
Carshalton. 

But now Kingston Council 
has announced some of its 
adult education services will 
move into the Beaconsfield 
Centre by July next year - 
leaving no room for the 
college. 

The move comes as all of the 
borough’s adult education ser¬ 
vices are relocated away from 
the North Kingston Centre 
ahead of the building being 
turned into a new secondary 
school by 2015. 

Although councillors insist¬ 
ed the college knew the move 
was temporary, parents claim 
they have only just been told 
the news. 

Sophie Ugle, 53, whose 23- 
year-old daughter Rachel at¬ 
tends Orchard Hill, said: “We 
did realise that this might be 
temporary, but we never ex¬ 
pected it to be for one year and 
neither did Orchard Hill. Why 
would they have gone in and 
renovated it, spending thou¬ 
sands of pounds? 

“These are young people 
that have very complex physi¬ 
cal and learning disabilities. 

“Our children are not sacks 
of potatoes that can be moved 
around like this. It is deeply 
distressing.” 

Chessington resident Jackie 
Mills, 50, mother of 21-year- 
old student Leanne, said: “We 
did not know anything about

it - it’s not fair and people are 
upset. 

“As far as we knew, our chil¬ 
dren were settled.” 

An e-petition on the coun¬ 
cil’s website, entitled Leave 
Orchard Hill College in 
Beaconsfield Road, has so far 
gathered 114 signatures. 

Councillor David Ryder- 
Mills, lead member for 
schools and continuing 
education, said: “As an 
interim measure we allowed 
them to use Beaconsfield for a 
year. 

“It was and still is a one-year 
let - they were aware of this.” 

Coun Ryder-Mills said there 
was a possibility Orchard Hill 
students could attend 
Kingston College in the 
future. 

But Mrs Ugle, from Blagdon 
Road, New Malden, said: “It is 
unimaginable that the buses 
will be able to drop off our 
young people and get them to 
walk through - they are not 
going to be able to do it. 

“They cannot manage 
crowds and noise.” 

Peter Mayhew-Smith, prin¬ 
cipal of Kingston College, 
said: “The Orchard Hill option 
is one of a range of possibili¬ 
ties being explored in relation 
to the North Kingston sec¬ 
ondary school project. Deci¬ 
sions have not been reached at 
this time.” 

An Orchard Hill spokes¬ 
woman said: “Orchard Hill 
and Kingston Council are 
working together to resolve 
the issues positively.”

Last month, Liberal Democrat 
St Mark’s ward councillors Liz 
Green, Mary Heathcote and 
Yogan Yoganathan launched a 
new website, Shop Local Sur¬ 
biton, encouraging shoppers to 
use the town’s independent 
traders ahead of the chains. 

Coun Heathcote said: “I don’t 
think any Government, local or 
otherwise, can be seen to dis¬ 
criminate in favour of any par¬ 
ticular business. 

“You do anything you can 
to create a vibrant business 
environment.

History buffs and public 
schoolboys - and anyone else 
who wants to expand their 
mind - can learn about the 
Great War’s effects on tradi¬ 
tional British education. 

David Walsh, formerly of 
Tonbridge School, believes 
the “Blackadder version” of 
the war needs to be dispelled. 

He will give a talk at 
Shrewsbury House School in 
the new year. 

Former history teacher 
Walsh says: “There is a per¬ 
ception of the cowardly pub¬ 
lic school officer leading his 
men into pointless destruc¬ 
tion when, in fact, two times 
the national average of public 
school boys were killed.” 

Tonbridge lost 415 boys in 
the Great War, with Eton, 
Wellington and others losing 
more than double that. 

Head of history at the 
Shrewsbury House, Sean 
Smart, says it was crucial for 
students to understand what 
their forbears had sacrificed. 

He says: “It’s always a chal¬ 
lenge to get boys today to con¬ 
nect and empathise with boys 
from 1914, but it’s important 
they understand why the 
names on our school war 
memorial got there.” 

Smart says he understood 
after five years at the school 
why Shrewsbury House boys 
would have made great lead¬ 
ers: “The boys here are en¬ 
couraged to be very confident 
and sporty and I can see how 
they would have been natural 
officers. 

“Unfortunately, it was often 
the officers who were in the 
line of fire.” 

Shrewsbury House will 
mark the centenary of World 
War I next year with a special 
assembly where boys will 
present projects they have 
done on former pupils who 
lost their lives in the Great 
War.

whisky as a hobby; I’m 
a full-on whisky geek, 
writes Mike Pyle. 

There is a whole world of 
whisky out there and 
learning how to appreciate 
the finer points of the 
world’s favourite spirit can 
be a lifelong pursuit.

about time more people 
embraced good scotch. 

The best place to start is 
by establishing exactly 
what whisky is - which can 
be a difficult thing so I de¬ 
cided to ask an expert. 

Whisky blogger Sean 
Sunderland says “It’s es¬ 
sentially fermented grain, 
or malt - which doesn’t re¬ 
ally sound that nice I sup¬ 
pose. The flavour comes 
from all sorts of things - 
the grain, whether the 
grain has been dried over 
peat, the water, the barrel 


or barrels it has been ma¬ 
tured in. That’s why no 
two whiskies are the same 
and, in fact, two whiskies 
can quite often taste like 
totally different things.” 

That’s the science part. 
In practice what this 
means is that some 
whiskies taste smoky be¬ 
cause the grains have 
taken on the flavour of the 
peat they have been cooked 
over while others can take 
on the flavours of barrels 
they’re matured in, which 
can be from the particular 


wood they’re made from or 
other spirits that have pre¬ 
viously been stored in the 
barrels like sherry or port. 

When from Scotland it is 
called whisky, and from 
Ireland or the US whiskey. 

The end result is that 
there is an absolute shed¬ 
load of different ones out 
there. 

So where do you start? 
Sunderland says: “Most 
people start on terrible, 
terrible ones like Jack 
Daniels or Bell’s and go 
away thinking they don’t 






ink 
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like whisky. So the most 
important thing is to start 
with something that’s ac¬ 
tually decent. 

“That doesn’t mean you 
need to go spending a 
tonne of money. You can 
get a good single-malt for 
£30-£40. That might sound 
like a lot of money, but 
this isn’t something you’re 
going to swill down in a 
night. 

“I’d go for something 
quite straightforward like 
Glenmorangie or Auchen- 
toshan. Peaty, smoky 
whiskies are a bit of an ac¬ 
quired taste so I’d save 
them for further down the 
line.” 

The last thing you’ll need 
to know is where to find 
these whiskies - and fortu¬ 
nately that’s not hard as 
most good pubs will have a 
selection of whiskies and a 
barman who knows what 
he’s on about. 

So, what are you waiting 
for - pop down to your 
local and change your life.

Looking ahead to 2014 

Fears of a housing market bubble dismissed by agents 



The National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) has 
given its predictions for the 
UK property market over the 
next 12 months. 

Mark Hayward, managing 
director of NAEA, called for a 
sustainable recovery built on 
a better balance between 
supply and demand and a 
more fluid market where 
moving is affordable and 
there is less friction in the 
process. He said: 

“We end this year with 
market conditions very much 
improved, thanks to a 
reviving UK economy and 
various successful 

Government schemes like 
Help to Buy and Funding for 
Lending, and this buoyancy 
looks set to continue well into 
2014. But fears of a housing 
market ‘bubble’ are 
misplaced. 

“Transactions (which are a 
better index than prices) are 
well down on pre-crisis levels 
as are levels of home 
ownership and recent price 
increases are small in 
comparison to the rapid rises 


seen pre-financial crash. 
Inevitably, prices in London 
and the south east may heat 
up, but in the rest of Britain 
the property market revival is 
likely to be much more tepid. 

“Unfortunately, owning a 
home is still out of reach for 
many people as wages 
struggle to keep pace with 
prices. 

“Much more needs to be 
done to make moving more 
manageable. In particular, 
reviewing the outdated Stamp 
Duty system and reducing the 
upfront costs for first-time 
buyers who still only make up 
less than a quarter of all 
buyers and are likely to 
remain in the minority in 
2014. 

“We also anticipate the 
supply of homes could tighten 
in 2014, especially larger, 
family homes which tend to 
be neglected by new build 
developments. We are seeing 
more, and more serious, 
house hunters return to the 
market so properties are 
being snapped up quickly. 
According to our market data, 


supply is still well down on 
recent years. 

“In 2013, 50 properties were 
available on average per 
member branch versus more 
like 60 last year - and back in 
2008 we were typically seeing 
figures in the high 90s. We 
need supply to keep pace with 
demand in 2014 or prices 


could escalate unchecked. 
The prospect of sooner than 
expected interest rate rises 
should act as a natural brake, 
but we need this new 
optimism in the market to be 
matched by new homes in 
order to get proper, 
sustainable growth next 
year.” 


Ian Potter, managing director of 
The Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA) claims 
strong demand will be matched 
by improved choice in 2014 
making for a dynamic rental 
market. 

He said: "Renting is still a 
crucial backstop for those who 
can't afford to buy or are biding 
their time, especially in London 
and the south east. 

"As house prices recover we 
could see more sales and more 
turnover of properties in the 
market, which should keep stock 
levels stable and inject a bit more 
choice into the market. 

"Demand might not increase as 
rapidly as it has been, but there is 
unlikely to be any major let up on 
rent levels. We anticipate plenty 
of churn in the buy-to-let market 
with a combination of selling up 
and buying in. Resurgent sales 
and better access to finance could 
see accidental landlords looking 
to release equity, new investors 
taking advantage of favourable 


rates (especially before prices go 
up further) and reluctant tenants 
switching from renting to 
ownership. 

"However, as a note of caution, 
there is a chance that the 
withdrawal of Funding for 
Lending support for mortgages a 
year earlier than expected could 
see fewer able to exit the PRS 
before the end of 2014. 

"Many will still turn to renting 
and we predict an increase in the 
length of the average tenancy in 
2014 as renting in the long run 
becomes the new norm. 

"However, as the economic 
recovery takes hold, the 
proportion of tenants who rely on 
rent as an affordable alternative 
to home ownership or who 
entered the rental sector due to 
repossession or enforced 
downsizing, will decrease. Instead 
we expect to see more and more 
people 'content to rent' because 
they actively prefer it and intend 
to sit it out until the economy is 
back to full strength."
